ber  had  increased  nearly  two-fold. 
Wo  now  have  a membership  of 
abont  eighty,  composed  very  largo 
ly  of  young  people.  The  church 
has  been  self-sustaining  from  tbo 
date  of  its  organization.

In  addition  to  this,  the 
church  is  a liberal  contributor  to 
missions,  and  to  all  the  agencies 
and  institutions  fostered  by  the 
Baptists  of  Mississippi.  Wo  own 
no  church  building,  but  worship  in 
a rented  bouse,  upon  which  an  ex- 
penditure of  about  $300.00  bad  to 
be  made  before  it  was  fitted  for 
our  use.  For  the  use  of  this  house 
we  have  to  pay  a rent  of  $20.00 
per  month. 

How  will  we  ever  get  a lot  upon 
which  to  build?  was  the  first  great 
question  that  engaged  our  atten- 
tion. Property  being  very  dear 
ip  Vicksburg,  this  was;  indeed,  a 
serious  question  ; but  one  of  oar 
own  members  answered  it  by  pur 
chasing  at  a cash  price  of  $3,250.^0 
a very  desirablo  lot,  which  was 
presented  to  the  church,  to  the 
great  delight  of  the  whole  congre- 
gation. This  generous  act  cleared 
tho  way  for  the  next  step,  which 
was  to  secure  a building;  and  we 
aro  now  bending  all  our  energies 
and  taxing  all  our  rpsourebs  to 
raise  a fund  for  this  purpose.  We 
neod  a house  of  worship;  we  ne^d 
it  very  much ; we  need  if  right  now; 
our  work  is  greatly  hampered  be- 
cause we  haven't  got  it.  It  has 
been  our  aim  to  do  tjie  best  we 
could  among  ourselveB  before  seek- 
ing help  from  on'side  sources. 
We  have  already,  in  cash  and  sub- 
scriptions, quite  a nice  sunt,  and 
now  feel  warranted  in  appealing  to 
all  who  may  have  an  interest  in 
God’s  cause  in  Vicksburg  to  help 
us.  It  is  our  purpose  to  erect,  at 
the  earliest  possible  dpte,  a build- 
ing that  will  be  a credit  to  this 
city  and  to  the  Baptist  cause  iu
